Saoha is already functioning. Under the circum¬ 
stances the aforesaid petition for inspection of

ri ^ h:i f J* om , the aforesaid parliamentary consti¬ 
tuency has become uifructuous. Accordingly the 
aforesaid petition is hereby rejected as infructuous. 

It is a well settled practice that if an issue is 
uiely academic m that its decision one way or 
e other would have no impact on the position of 
the parties, it would be waste of public time and 
indeed not proper exercise of authority for the 
court to engage itself in deciding it. Since election 
to the ] 0th Lok Sabha which now stands dissolved 
alter the expiry oi its term, has been challenged in 
this election petit,°n on the grounds of irregularities 
and illegalities ,n the counting of ballot papers it 
has become wholly academic to consider whether 
k re were illegalities and irregularities in the 

counting of ballot papers or not. The decision 
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would not have any effect of any of the parties and 
hence it appears futile to proceed with the election 
petition and decide it on merits. Since that is the 
only ground on which election of respondent No. 1 
has been challenged 1 think it would be futile to 
proceed for further hearing and decide this election 
petition on merits, hi support of this view of mine 
I would like to refer to a decision of the Supreme 
Court in the case of Lok Nath Padhan vs. Birendra 
Kumar Sahu reported in A.I.R. 1974 S.C. 505. 


Accordingly, this election petition is hereby dis¬ 
missed with no order as to cost.
